SWEDISH RECOMMENDATION IN UNDP RE VIETNAM— 

SWEDISH DEL (KLACHENBERG) RECOMMENDED IN UNDP GC 
JAN. 20 THAT UNDP ADMINISTRATOR PUT STILL AVAILABLE PORTION 
(ABOUT $3 MILLION) OF SOUTH VIETNAM'S 1972-76 IPF AT DISPOSAL 
OF UNHCR AND UNICEF WITH VIEW TO CHANNELING UNDP ASSISTANCE 
TO POPULATION ALSO IN PRG AREA. INDIA, DENMARK AND FINLAND 
SUPPORTED SWEDISH PROPOSAL. AMB FERGUSON STATED HE WISHED 
TO MAKE IT "UNMISTAKABLY CLEAR" TO ADMINISTRATOR 
THAT USDEL WOULD NEVER APPROVE UNILATERAL REASSIGNMENT 
OF IPF RESOURCES WITHOUT OFFICIAL APPROVAL OF RECIPIENT 
GOVT CONCERNED IN ACCORDANCE WITH CONSENSUS APPROVED BY 
GC IN 1970. SWEDES TOLD MINCOUN KITCHEN THEY DO NOT WISH 
FLOOR FIGHT AND WOULD SETTLE FOR HAVING UNDP ADMINISTRATOR 
"LOOK INTO MATTER.” (LIMITED OFFICIAL USE-OURTELS 177, 180) 

HABITAT PREPARATORY COMITE- 

PREPCOM, WHICH CONVENED JAN. 16 (WHEN IT ELECTED MUHOHO 
(KENYA) AS CHAIRMAN AND HEARD REPORT BY CONFERENCE SYG 
PENALOSA) HAS NOW GOTTEN THROUGH SYG PROGRESS REPORT AND 
GENERAL DISCUSSION. THERE IS CONSENSUS THAT CONFERENCE AGENDA 
WILL BE PUT IN SEMI-FINAL FORM AT THIS SESSION WITH FINAL 
DECISIONS BEING MADE AT AUGUST PREPCOM. MOST DELS WANT 
BROAD AGENDA, WITH HOUSING INCLUDED BUT NOT OVEREMPHASIZED. 

NO ONE HAS SERIOUSLY CHALLENGED POINT PENALOSA HAS BREN 
STRESSING, I.E., THAT PRINCIPAL RESPONSIBILITY FOR REMEDYING 
HUMAN SETTLEMENTS LIES WITH NATIONAL AND LOCAL GOVTS AND 
THAT MAIN OUTCOME OF VANCOUVER MUST BE NATIONAL ACTION. 

NEITHER HAS ANYONE QUARRELED WITH PENALOSA'S EMPHASIS THAT 
HUMAN SETTLEMENTS PROBLEMS ARE BASICALLY POLITICAL, NOT 
TECHNOLOGICAL. IT WAS AGREED INTERGOVERNMENTAL WORKING GROUPS 
WILL BEGIN MEETING THIS SPRING. MOST DELS ARE TAKING PREPARATION 
OF NATIONAL REPORTS SERIOUSLY AND HAVE BEEN PLEADING FOR 
EXTENSION OF MARCH 31 DEADLINE. (PENALOSA’S PERFORMANCE HAS 
BEEN IMPRESSIVE, AND HE HAS MADE CLEAR HE VIEWS SECRETARIAT 
ROLE AS THAT OF "COORDINATOR, NOT RINGMASTER.")

SHOOTING INCIDENT AND JDL ACTIVITIES- 

DURING NIGHT OF JAN. 18/19 THREE SHOTS WERE FIRED INTO 
UKRAINIAN UN MISSION (SAME BUILDING AS SOVIET UN MISSION) 

AND POLICE LATER RECOVERED 22 CALIBER RIFLE AT NEARBY CONSTRUCTION 
SITE. (LIMITED OFFICIAL USE-OURTEL 170) 
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BEGIN UNCLASSIFIED 

ABOUT 200 IDL MEMBERS, AFTER DEMONSTRATING AT ISRAELI UN 
MISSION AND USUN JAN. 19, PROCEEDED TO SOVIET UN MISSION WHERE 
IMMEDIATE CONFRONTATION WITH NYC POLICE ENSUED WHEN 
DEMONSTRATORS PICKED UP BARRICADES AND TRIED TO RUSH POLICE 
OFFICERS. IN MELEE WHICH FOLLOWED SEVEN JDL, INCLUDING RABBI 
KAHANE, WERE ARRESTED. ARRESTS FAILED TO HALT DEMONSTRATION 
AND, DESPITE RAIN, ABOUT 100 PICKETS SAT DOWN IN INTERSECTION 
BLOCKING TRAFFIC FOR HALF HOUR. WHEN THEY IGNORED POLICE 
ORDERS TO CLEAR STREET, ABOUT 40 WERE ARRESTED FOR DIS- 
ORDERLY CONDUCT. KAHANE, WHO RECEIVED "VERA" SUMMONS ON 
CHARGES OF DISORDERLY CONDUCT, LATER TOLD REPORTER "WE 
WANTED TO DO SOMETHING A LITTLE RADICAL TO 
WAKE UP AMERICAN JEWS." PRIOR TO DEMONSTRATIONS, ABOUT 200 
JDL MEMBERS HELD "THERE IS NO PALESTINE" RALLY AT WHICH 
KAHANE WAS PRINCIPAL SPEAKER. AT SAME TIME ABOUT 75 
MEMBERS "ZIONIST YOUTH MOVEMENT" HELD COUNTERDEMONSTRATION 
CARRYING SIGNS WITH SLOGANS "JDL TERROR IS COUNTERPRODUCTIVE" 
AND "PEACE IN ME." (OURTEL 183)

COMMISSION FOR SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT- 

AT CHAIRMAN S SUGGESTION, COMMISSION COMBINED CONSIDERATION OF 
ITEMS ON REPORT ON WORLD SOCIAL SITUATION AND ON MID-TERM 
REVIEW AND APPRAISAL. SALTERS (SECRETARIAT), INTRODUCING 
ITEMS, SAID THAT ACCORDING TO 1974 REPORT ON WORLD SOCIAL 
SITUATION, PROGRESS ACHIEVED HAD BEEN MIXED AND VARIED BETWEEN 
COUNTRIES, LEADING TO TWO GENERAL CONCLUSIONS: 1) NEED 
FOR EXPLICIT COMMITMENT TO STRATEGY AND DECLARATION ON 
SOCIAL PROGRESS AND DEVELOPMENT, AND 2) NEED TO IMPROVE 
SOCIAL AND POLICY-MAKING PROCESS, WITH ATTENDANT SETTING OF 
OBJECTIVES AND TARGETS. DISCUSSION INCLUDED STATEMENTS BY 
REPS OF ITALY, UK, USSR, CZECHOSLOVAKIA, GDR, UKRAINE, 
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US, CYPRUS, FRANCE, EGYPT AND MALI. US DEL SUBMITTED PROPOSALS 
FOR RES ON REVIEW AND APPRAISAL, INCLUDING REQUEST TO 
SYG TO FORWARD INTRODUCTION TO WORLD SOCIAL SITUATION 
REPORT TO CDP, CRA AND SPRING ECOSOC. (OURTELS 175. 176)
